The  Look  Of  Progress 


With  extensive  research  and  reporting,   the  Student 
Council  presented  the  Board  of  Education  with  their  re- 
commendations for  a  new  student  dress  code.  President 
Jerry  Scanlon  spearheaded  the  drive  and  the  Senior  Class 
attended  a  School  Board  meeting  to  present  their  views 
especially  on  blue  jeans  and  slacks  for  the  feminine 
students.

6.  No  t-shirts  are  to  be  worn  except  with  an  outer  shirt. 

7.  Socks  always,   except  with  sandals.
